Fly Crop 

The coming of spring is welcomed by 
most living creatures. The past few days 
which were warm and nive have given most 
of us the urge to get out and enjoy the sun- 
shine. Wonder how they have affected the 
flies. 

No doubt fly breeding stock carried over 
from last year thought longingly of the 
coming season when they could raise hun- 
dreds of offsprings to pester us people. Elba 
offers excellent housing facilities for flies 
and mama fly has shown no reluctance to 
take advantage of it. Unless we do some- 
thing this year to remove them they will 
be just as numerous and just as aggravat- 
ing this year as last year. 

The discovery of DDT has made tolera- 
tion of the fly unnecessary. Previously he 
was a necessary inconvenience but now we 
Ihave a chance to make living conditions 
intolerable for him. Many communities 
Yast year worked out cooperative plans for 
spraying all the buildings and greatly re- 
duced insect population. Elba can do the 
same thing without too much trouble or 
expense. If all buildings can’t be treated at 
Jeast stables and other breeding places 
should be. 

Warm weather is welcome now, but in 
a few months we will have had as much of 
it as we care for, and if we don’t make 
provisions now, the flies will bw buzzing 
around for the sole purpose of adding to our 
discomfort. Let’s work together this year 
and see that he doesn’t receive a warm 
welcome.

Cattle and hogs, too, show decreases. 
Cattle are 73,000 fewer this year and hogs 
| 46,000. Sheep, chickens and turkeys also, 
| ave shown in lesser numbers, 

Horses and mules are the only animals 
that are not valued at more per head now 
than in 1947. The new model 1948 super 
deluxe mule shows a value of $145 while 
last year when he was a sport model 1947 
version hé was worth $159. Milk cows have 
increased from $85 to $96; hogs from $22 
to $25 and chickens are up a nickle each. 

Most startling of the figures released 
are a comparison of the value of Alabama 
farm animals to those of the U. S. as a 
whole, An Alabama horse stands head and 
back above his brethren from other states, 
heing valued at $93 while the U. S. average 
is only $55.50. His cousin, ole long ears 
himself, also shines in a favorable light be- 
ing worth $145 against a national average 
of $133. Other Alabama animals, however, 
must be considered scrubs. Alabama cattle 
are worth only $66.90 while over the coun- 
try other cattle bring $116.00. If the cow 
happens to be of the milk-producing variety 
she can expect to bring $96 in Alabama or 
$164 average over the nation. State hogs 
compare at $25 here against $42 elsewhere 
and other animals show about the same 
picture. 

All of this goes to show the value of in- 
creasing the quality of livestock. Cattle 
alone in Alabama are valued at $82,622,000. 
If the quality of these cattle could be 
brought up to the standard U. S. average 
their value would be $143,260,000. Alabama 
farmers by raising the same number of 
cattle as they are raising now would be 
60 million dollars better off if their cattle 
were as high-grade as the national average. 
This little difference is worth working for.
